“When we actually read for the 
network and did the whole formality 
of the audition process, I don’t think 
there was anybody reading against 
us,” Ackles recollects, with a look 
to Padalecki, who nods in agreement. 

“He and I were the only two people 
there,” Padalecki confirms. “I was like, 
‘Hey, where’s everybody else?”’ 

Ackles continues the story. “Jared 
and I went in to read for the network 
by ourselves, and all the executives stood 
up and said, ‘Congratulations. You guys 
got it.’ Right there in the room. That 
was pretty neat.”

W hen watching Supernatural, 
you can't help but think the 
show was written specifically 
for stars Jared Padalecki and Jensen Ackles. 
After all, even though the two young actors 
went through a relatively normal audition 
process, it’s obvious that the characters 
resonated with them in a way that neither 
they nor the show’s producers could ignore. 

“I loved the script,” Padalecki recalls 
with a grin. “I came across the script 
when I was doing season five of 
Gilmore Girls," which was on The WB, 
Supernatural’s first season home. “I was 
on the same network as well,” Ackles 
chimes in. “I’ve had a relationship with 
David Nutter, who directed the pilot 
episode, for a while. He wanted me to come 
in and read for Sam. I was currently on 
Smallville and had another year on my 
contract, but as it was the same network, 
they figured they could work it out.” 

According to Ackles, when Nutter 
and Supernatural creator Eric Kripke 
started kicking the actors’ names around, 
the network’s response was, “These guys 
are already on our shows. We love them!”

DEAN 

WINCHESTER 

In his own words; 
"My name Is Dean 
Winchester. I'm an 
Aquarius. I enjoy 
sunsets, long walks 
on the beach and 
frisky women..." 

Of course, there's 
more to Dean than 
this! He was bom in 
Lawrence, Kansas 
in 1979 and lived 
a normal life up 
until he was four, 
which was when 
the Yellow-Eyed 
Demon killed his ' 
mother Mary. Dean 

carried his baby brother out of their house 
as fire engulfed the building and has admitted ; 
feeling responsible for Sam ever since. 

After Mary's death, Dean's father John 
became obsessed with tracking down her 
murderer Dean was raised by his father to do 
two things: hunt and kill anything supernatural, 
and look after his little brother. Spending 
much of his life on the road. Dean naturally 
never put down roots, saying that a life in the 
suburbs with a well-manicured lawn would 
"freak him out." Instead, the Winchesters' 

1 967 Chevy Impala became a kind of portable ; 
home - one which eventually became his ! 
when his dad handed over the keys. It's ! 

a good job it's the kind of home without 
neighbors, though, because they'd complain 1 
quite a bit about all the loud music Dean likes 
to play; anything from Led Zeppelin to AC/DC 
finds its way into the Impala's tape player. And 
as Dean doesn't like to let anybody else drive 
his baby, he gets to pick the music every time 
according to the house rules; "Driver picks 
the music, shotgun shuts his cakehole." 

Dean is popular with the ladies and a mean 
hand at hustling pool. Recently, he's found 
himself getting tired of hunting, but a deal with 


And just like that the two actors were 
thrown headlong into their first lead 
roles. “There were no other series’ 
regulars, which I’ve never heard of 
before,” Padaiecki points out. “Usually 
Jensen and I are working all day, every 
day, which is really intense.” 

It’s fortunate, then, that the two 
Texans hit it off instantly. “When we 
tested, I think we had basically met 
each other once,” Padaiecki shares. 

“And then we were in a room in front 
of 30 executives, and we’re like, ‘All 
right. We’re getting thrown to the 
wolves, so let’s team up and try and 
make the most of it.”’ 

“We actually sat down and discussed 
the lack of other regular cast members 
a few times before we started the show,” 
Ackles reveals. “It was like, ‘Look, it’s 
just you and me, man, this is going 
to be a daunting task, it’s going to be 
a very demanding and taxing schedule, 
so we gotta look out for each other.’” 

One of the things Padaiecki and 
Ackles look out for is making sure 
they each stay focused on their work. 
“I’ve worked with people who have 
a lot of other stuff going on, a lot 
of anxiety and stress — they worry 
about too much other stuff,” Padaiecki 
states. “Jensen and I are very serious 
about our jobs. If we both have had 


hard days and something is going 
on in our personal life or whatever, 
we’ll have to kind of pick each 
other up. Like, ‘Dude, come on. 

Get with it. We’re going to film 
right now. These DVDs will be 
watched in a thousand years...’ 

And sometimes I say to him, ‘Dude, 
you’re faking it.’ And he’ll say the 
same thing to me. ‘Hey, you’re bored 
with the scene. Quit being bored 
with the scene.’ I work better with 
that tough love. Someone sometimes 
needs to say, ‘I know we’ve done this 
scene 40 times, but we’re going to do 
it 15 more, so let’s not put crap work 
on film,’ and we’ll both be there for 
each other. We get along great.” 

MAN'S BEST FRIEND 

Another reason the pair get along so 
well is their similar tastes in music, 
as Padaiecki reveals. ‘We like classic 
rock, and we like singer-songwriters, and 
country, being from Texas. I really listen 
to just about everything. I like Seattle 
grunge, and I love Our Lady Peace.” 

Not to mention their mutual love 
of man’s best friend. Padalecki’s 
large dogs, Harley and Sadie, share 
his trailer with him on the set of 
Supernatural and both he and Ackles 
toss them pieces of their steak dinner 
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during the interview. “It’s actually 
really remarkable,” Padalecki 
says of the actors’ strong bond. 

“It’s made me nervous how much 
we get along. Because I’m like, 
man, one of these days, two dudes, 
working so close, it’s going to 
blow up sometime.” 

Ackles can’t believe they get 
along so well, either, and he jokes 
that it’d be better to split him 
and Padalecki up before they 
ruin it. ‘Teah,” he says, “I wish 
he’d get recast. I keep asking Eric 
Kripke to recast him - he’s just 
not working out.” He grins, then 
says, “We have a lot of fun, and 
I’m glad that it was Jared who got 
the role of Sam.” 

Not surprisingly, the two 
laid-back Texans get along well 
with their guest stars, too. Most 
notably, they’ve formed a strong 
bond with Jeffrey Dean Morgan, 
who played their father John 
Winchester on-screen, and 
is their good friend off-screen. 
“Dean’s having issues on camera,” 
Ackles says in reference to John 
Winchester’s death. “I’m just having 


issues because I don’t get to hang 
out with Jeffrey anymore.” 

Padalecki cites Nicki Aycox 
(Meg) as another particular favorite. 
“She was great,” he states. “No 
matter how tough the dialogue or 
how demanding the scripts were 
of her, she really turned in an 
excellent performance across the 
board and made the episodes that 
much better.” The actors recount 
too many names to discuss, and 
sincerely express how lucky they’ve 
been to work with so many great 
people. And to emphasize that 
the list is seemingly endless, 

Ackles finishes by recalling that, 
“the guys on The Benders - the 
whole family - were also great.” 

“That was one I really liked,” 
Padalecki says of The Benders 
episode. “I realize that wasn’t 
supernatural at all, but it was 
a fun show to film and a fun 
one to watch.” Padalecki lists 
several episodes he enjoyed from 
the first two seasons, but finds 
that, like with favorite co-stars, 
there are just too many. “I really 
enjoyed Skin. Great sets!”

Ackles is also hard-pressed to 
choose just one favorite episode 
to date. “I’ve got a few that 
are very dear to me,” he states. 

“I mean, obviously the pilot 
stands out among all the rest. 
But Dead In The Water holds 
a special place in my heart, too. 

I liked what my character had 
to go through in that episode. 

It was kind of the first time 
where I really got a sense of 
who Dean was, and I was able to 
peel back some layers. I thought 
it was a good story that was 
directed well, so that was 
definitely one of my favorites.” 

Another memorable element 
of filming Dead In The Water 
was the water rescue scene. 
“When I had to hold my breath 
with that kid, holding him in 
my arms...” Ackles shakes his 
head at the scary memory of 
being pulled under by divers. 

‘I hope you’ve never had to 
experience something like that. 
When you’re treading water, 
just getting your mind around 
having two people below you 
in the water, pulling you 
down... That was a really 
weird sensation that I wasn’t 
prepared for, not to mention 
1 was responsible for the life 
of this 10-year-old kid that was 
in my arms. He’s supposed to be 
dead, so he’s limp. I’m actually 
treading water, keeping us both 
afloat with my left arm. And

r o say Eric Kripke 
is excited about 
the forthcoming 
Christmas episode 
of Supernatural 
wouid be an understatement. 

"We're doing evil Santa," 
enthuses the Supernatural 
creator with a giant grin. 

“I'm really looking forward to 
it. It's going to be an episode 
where people get dragged 
up chimneys and stuffed into 
sacks, which then twitch in 
disturbing ways. We're having 
so much fun with it. and I have 
really high hopes that the fans 
are going to love it." 

Indeed, following an 
explosive start to the year 
in which Dean and Sam have 
found themselves tackling 
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year to live and what Sam’s destiny 
really is. At the same time, even though 
the Yellow- Eyed Demon is dead, he still 
achieved what he set out to do, which 
was open the gates and unleash Hell on 
Earth,” Kripke continues. “Everything 
has escalated in a good way, and I think 
that this will be a very satisfying series 
for the fans. We’re pulling some major 
triggers this year and some pretty huge 
things are going to happen.” 

The fans certainly seem satisfied so 
far. A third of the way through season 
three and Supernatural is once again 
taking The CW by storm, with the 
Winchester brothers’ paranormal 
adventures contin uin g to prove a big 
hit with viewers. For Kripke, the show’s 
success is a dream come true, especially . 
given the amount of time and energy he’s 
put into the project over the years. 

“My obsession with American folklore 
dates back a very long time, easily to 
grade school,” re^pals Kripke, when asked 


to elaborate on the origins of the series. 
“I’ve always loved urban legends. The 
older I got and the more research I did, 
the more fascinated I became. You learn 
a lot about a culture by discovering what 
that culture is afraid of, and these stories 
have so many different layers to them. 

I became intent on doing a show that 
explored urban legends in some way. 
Initially, I wanted to do an anthology 
series, then that changed into a show 
about a tabloid reporter who travelled 
around the coimtry investigating all 
these weird happenings for his newspaper. 
No one believes his stories, but they’re 
entirely true. 

‘When my time came to pitch a pdot 
to Warner Bros., they asked me what 
■ I W dnted to do and I told them I’d like 
to make a series about urban legends,” 
Kripke continues. “They were like, ‘Great, 
make it scary and come back to us.”’ So 
I pursued the reporter angle, which, if I’m 
hoTjest, was basically an elaborate rip-off 
of kolchak-' The Night Stalker and went 


back to Warner Bros, with my pitch. They 
weren’t interested in that idea at all, but, 
to their credit, they asked me what else 
I had. I immediately started tap dancing 
and told them about this whole other 
idea that Id been working on about two 
brothers driving along Route 66 fighting 
evil. In fact. I’d only had this idea the day 
before and had quickly scribbled it down 
in my notebook. But the studio was like, 
‘We love it, let’s do it.’ So my eleventh hour 
notion became Supernatural.” 

FROM SCRIPT TO SCREEN 

While Kripke recalls being overjoyed at 
the thought of producing a television series 
for Warner Bros., he also admits to having 
had several concerns. In addition to the 
fact that the show would have no standing 
sets, there was also the casting of Dean 
and Sam Wmchester to worry about. 

“In the casting process, especially 
when you’re making a pilot, you see 
everybody and their dog,” remembers 
Kripke. “This show was very hard to cast 
because it wasn’t an ensemble. It wasn’t 
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as if we could resort to the wacky neighbor 
if one of our characters crapped out. We only 
had the two guys and they were supporting 
everything - they both had to be superstars. 

“Finding one superstar is a miracle, finding 
two is suicidal and idiotic,” he continues with 
a chuckle. “We were really sweating it and then 
David Nutter, who directed the pilot, had the 
notion of meeting with Jensen Ackles, who 
he’d worked with before on Dark Angel. So we 
brought Jensen in and realized instantly that 
he was lightning in a bottle just waiting to 
explode. All that charisma he portrays on 
screen is there in real life too. So we said, 
‘Great, awesome, we’ve found Sam.’” 

Hang on a minute... they’d found Sam? 

“Yeah, I know,” Kripke laughs. ‘We were 
certain Jensen was going to be Sam. And so we 
continued our hunt for Dean. We were looking 
for Han Solo, a young Harrison Ford, but 
weren’t even coming close. And then Jared 
came in. He was so empathetic and soulful and 
such a regular guy, he just had Sam written 
all over him. And he was wildly charismatic 
in thp same way Jensen was. He walked out 
and¥ said to David, ‘But we already have Sam. 
What do we do?”’ 

It took Peter Roth, the president of Warner 
Bros., to point out the obvious. 

“Basically, we just weren’t intelligent enough 
to figure this out on our own,” laughs Kripke. 
‘We took tapes of the boys to the studio and told 
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them we liked both of them for Sam. 

I’m pretty siore it was the president of 
Warner Bros., Peter Roth, who said: 

‘Well, why don’t you make Jensen Dean? 
He reads older, they’ll make a great team! 
And David and I looked at each other as if 
to say, Well, why didn’t we think of that?’ 

“So we called Jensen’s people and 
explained that although he’d initially been 
up for Luke Skywalker, we now wanted 
him to be Han Solo. And who doesn’t want 
to be Han Solo? Jensen dug it straight 
away, especially as it gave him a chance 
to be funny.” 


go, finding its heart took a little bit longer. 
“I really love the season one episode Skin,” 
reveals Kripke, “because it was the first 
time we stretched our legs and really g6t 
a sense of what the show could do. From 
that point onward, we began to expand 
our boundaries and move beyond just 
doing urban legends every week. We 
started going a bit deeper and getting 
more sophisticated. I’ll always remember 
that moment of discovery.” 

Two yestrs on and the voyage of 
discovery continues for Kripke, who 
feels the current storylines are surpassing 
even his high expectations. One aspect of 
season three that he's particularly enjoying 
is the arrival of regulars Katie Cassidy as 
Ruby and Lauren Cohan as Bela. 

“They’re working out great,” he admits. 
“I was nervous, because the fans are 
famously protective of the guys and they 
don’t always like us bringing in new • 
characters, but I really like Ruby and 


CARRY ON SCREAMING 

With the financing agreed and the leads 
cast, the next job for the Supernatui^ ’’ 
production team was to shoot a pilot 
that lived up to both theirs and Warner 
Bros.’ expectations. A lifelong fan of scary 
movies, Kripke knew exactly the tone 
he was looking for. “The movies that tend 
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to scare me are The Shining, 

The Silence Of The Lambs and The 
Texas Chainsaw Massacre, with its 
visceral, grueUing style of non-stop 
horror,” he reveals. “But those 
particular examples are not the tone 
I wanted to bring to Supernatural. 

We were aiming more for a roUicl^g, 
red-blooded rollercoaster ride.

When asked what the rest of season 
three has in store, Kripke replies with 
exactly the same enthusiasm he had 
when talking about the Supernatural 
Christmas episode. 

“We’re going to be delving into witches, 
which we’ve never really done before,” he 
reveals excitedly, at the same time wary 
not to give too much away. “We’re also 
going to be addressing a killer that kills 
in dreams, and finding out more about 
Bobby’s backstory. He’s such a popular 
character, but nobody knows anything,, 
about him, so that’s been fun to break...” 

As much fun as the Christmas episode? 

Kripke laughs. “It’s going to be a great 
year,” he concludes with a smile. ^

That honor goes to Eric Kripke. 

The creator grew 

up watching TV shows as 
Knightrider and The Dukes 
Hazzard, so when the time came to 
write the pilot, he was desperate to get 

a muscle car into the plot somehow. “A car is basically the modern day 
equivalent of Roy Rogers’ horse Trigger,” elaborates Kripke during an 
exclusive chat with The OfTicial Supernatural Magazine. “From the beginning- 
we knew the show was basically a Western, but with monsters instead of 
-gunslingers. And we knew that if we were going to make a Western, we 
‘needed a horse. Or rather a muscle car. It was always our intention for the 
car to become a third character, and I’m very gratified by the amount people 
have taken to it.” * ^ ^ 


3. WHY A ’67 CHEVY IMPALA? 

Originally, Eric Kripke wrote the script with a ’65 Mustang 
in mind, but quickly changed direction following a short but 
hilarious conversation with his neighbor, who just happened to 
be a car salesman. “In the first draft the car was a ’65 Mustang,” 


admits Kripke. “I don’t know much about 
muscle cars, other than the fact that I love 
their vibe, so being a punk street writer I just 
picked the first car I thought of. I happened 
to be outside my house one day when I saw 
my neighbor, who sells cars for a living, and 
I’m talking really old, cool, classic cars. So 
I said to him, ‘I’m writing a script and thinking about giving 
the guys a ’65 Mustang. What do you think?’ And he said. Yeah, 
that’s great, if you’re a total wimp.’ I was like. ‘Okay, so what 
car should I use?’ And he replied, quick as a flash, ‘A ’67 Chevy 
Impala, because you can put a body in the trunk!”’ 




6. WHY DO SOME 
FANS CALL IT

6. WHAT ARE THE CHANCES OF

of the boys, but I’ll never get rid of that car,” jokes Kripke

more upset about the car than the Winchester family. T he num ber one question I got was: ‘Is the Impala coming back?’ It’s

Afraid not. The squeaks and rumbles that you hear are courtesy of Supernatural’s 
rather excellent sound department. “The unsung heroes of the car are Mike Lawshe 
and our sound team,” confirms Kripke. “It’s a beautiful looking car anyway, but 
one of the things that makes it so special is the voice that it has. The rumble from 
the engine when the car pulls away, the squeak of the doors when they open and 
close, none of that is real. It’s all fabricated with tender loving care by our sound 
department. For me, it makes it much more of an actual character than it would 
be without those noises.” — 


8. WHERE DID DEAN 
GET THE CAR? 

The car was passed down 
to Dean by his father, 
John Winchester, which 
might go some way to 
explaining his zealous 
attachment to it. That, 
and the fact that it’s just 
so damn cool.

Here, the pretty 24-year-old 
recalls the fun she had 
making those season two 
episodes and reveals what 
she's been up to since 
we last saw Jo in Born 
Under A Bad Sign...

to figure that little bug, the desire to work 
In the American film/TV industry out for 
myself. Was it just a dream or could it actually 
be attainable?

Ruby's story so far... 

We first see Ruby in the season three opener 
The Magnificent Seven when she rescues 
Sam from Gluttony and Greed. "Who. The. 

Hell. Are. You?" he demands. Good question. 
The mysterious beauty's next appearance comes 
in the second episode of season three, The Kids 
Are Alright. She slides into a booth opposite 
Sam and then proceeds to eat all his fries. The 
younger Winchester wants to know why she's 
following him. but Ruby remains frustratingly 
tight-lipped, saying only that Sam should look 
up his mother's old friends. Later in the same 
episode, Ruby reveals herself to be a demon in 
disguise, but one that wants to help Sam rather 
than hurt him. Sam. however, is not convinced 
and goes to vanquish her, only for Ruby to play 
her trump card. She can help Dean. . . 

In Sin City, Ruby allows Bobby to test the 




Colt on her, knowing full well that it can't harm 
her - at least not the way he's fixed it. "You 
want me to help you with that gun, or not?" 
she smiles, leaving her objectives more open 
to interpretation than ever before.

the sense you have with Sharon’s 
character is that she’s always in control. 
She always has the power, and there’s 
this mystery about her.” 

While Kuby may indeed have the 
sexual energy to manipulate men, it’s her 
ability to best them in a brawl that sets 
her apart from many other femme fatales. 

“As a demon hunter. I’ve got to know 
how to kick some ass!” Cassidy exclaims. 
She means that quite literally: Cassidy 
has become a dedicated kickboxing 
student. “We’re shooting in Vancouver, 
and as soon as I got there they put me 
with a personal trainer for six days 
a week. It’s been crazy. I used to be 
a competitive gymnast and I’m tr5dng 
to build back those muscles and look 
pretty tough. By the later episodes 
you’ll see me get some bulk.” 

With Cassidy’s natural athleticism 
and her newfound kickboxing skills, 
the Winchester boys had better watch 
out... “I think Ruby’s a tough chick,” 
Cassidy says. “I think these boys 
would be surprised.” 

Cassidy’s rough-and-tumble attitude 
about her character should come as 
a relief to all those fans who worried 
that the introduction of Ruby, and the 
other new regular female character, 

Bela, would lead to serious romances 
and a foursome crowding into the Impala 
every week. Cassidy elaborates on the 
possibility of romance between Ruby 
and one of the brothers. “I don’t know 
- it’s not in the cards... yet. She does 
use flirting to get them to do what she 
wants, but it hasn’t been more than just 
conversation. I really don’t want to upset 
any of the Supernatural fans, but I don’t 


have any control over that. I just 
)eople respond well to what I’m 
and know that Lauren Cohan 
and I are just working hard and 
what we’re told.” 

Regardless of whether or not romantic 
storylines show up, Cassidy hopes 
people are excited about the direction 
the show takes with Ruby and Bela, 
and that the fans are open to anything. 

“I hope everyone will be just as excited 
as Lauren and I are, and be supportive. 

I think it’s going to be really, really fun 
and it’ll bring a good twist into it.” 

While she hopes for support from 
the fans, Cassidy has already found 
support on set. “It’s awesome,” she 
gushes. “I couldn’t be happier. It’s 
hard coming onto a show in the third 
season since everybody’s sort of already 
a family - but they really welcome you 
into their family. They make sure you’re 
included and they make you feel like 
you’ve been there the whole time.” 

Jensen Ackles and Jared Padalecki, in 
particular, have made her feel at home. 

“They’re really, really sweet guys. 
Everyone you talk to will tell you the 
same thing, but it’s true. Jared is a big 
goofball, and he and I have this banter 
back and forth, which is funny. Jensen, 

I actually don’t see as much, but I have 
worked with him and he’s great. They 
both know what they’re doing, and 
they have it down to a science. They’re 
really hardworking, nice boys.” 

And sometimes they’re practical 
jokers, too, as Cassidy can attest. 

“I had this scene with ketchup where 
I squeeze it really, really, really hard 
and I put a bunch of it on my plate. 

WeU, I did that on the third take 
and it was my third day on set and 
I was still pretty new... and somebody 
had xinscrewed the ketchup bottle a little 
bit and left it so that when I squeezed 
the ketchup out, the ketchup went 
shooting all over myself and all over my 
plate. I was so embarrassed, but I was 
trying to basically just go with it. But 
then Jared was like, ‘Wow that’s a lot 
of ketchup.’ And then everyone sang 
‘Happy Birthday’ to me, because if 
somebody breaks something or messes 
something up or gets a prank pulled 
on them, they aU sing ‘Happy Birthday’ 
to you. I still don’t really know if 
Jared did this or not, I don’t even 
know if somebody planned it. But 
Jared said, ‘Uh*oh, somebody’s out 
to get you...”’

Whife'^e good humor can be found 
both onscreen and off, the most exciting 
moments in Supernatural come from the 
thrills and chills. Cassidy is a fan of the 
horror genre, but, for her character at 
least, Supernatural has been “more like 
an action thriller, which is really cool. 
The character’s completely different 
than anything I’ve ever played,” 

And she hopes that appeals to the 
female viewers. “I just think it’s good 
for the females out there to see another 
female hterally physically kicking 
people’s asses, and being able to take 
care of herself. For me, when I see 
that type of character in a movie or on 
television. I’m just hke. That chick is 
awesome!’ I don’t want to inspire women 
to start fighting or anything, I just want 
to portray a strong independent woman. 

I hope they like to watch girls kick some 
boys’ asses... because I think there’ll be 
a lot of that going on!” 

Of course, Cassidy hopes to appeal to 
male fans, too. Not that there’s any real 
doubt about that. After all, if Ruby can 
use her sexual energy to manipulate two 
hardcore demon hunters, then male TV 
viewers should be putty in her hands. 

Not that Cassidy would put it quite that 
way. She has a great respect for the fans 
and wants to keep them happy. 

“I just hope everybody’s open-minded 
and excited and really looking forward 
to this season because I think Lauren 
and I are bringing a new dynamic to the 
show, and I think it’ll be reaUy fun.” «

The Next Generation, Mission- 
Impossible, Baywatch, The 
Adventures of Brisco County Jr., 
M.A.N.T.LS. and The X-Files, 
you’d be forgiven for thinking 
that Kim Manners had seen and 
done it all. For the veteran director 
however, Supernatural is proving 
a whole new ball game, with every 
episode throwing up a different set 
of challenges, be it Vancouver’s 
notoriously temperamental weather 
or having to make a hooked fiend 
believable and scary. 

Here, Manners, who also 
executive produces the show, 
talks us through the trials, 
tribulations and triumphs of 
directing Supernatural, and reveals 
how it’s virtually impossible to 
get Jared and Jensen to behave 
themselves on set... 


Breaks Loose, was a very strong episod^ 
Again, two of those were with an actor ». 
who’s a favorite of mine, Fred Lehne, • 
who played the Yellow-Eyed Demon. ^ 

This is a very, very difficult show to ' 
pull off. As 1 said about The X-Files, if L 
you don’t do it right, it can be one of the ■ ' d 
stupidest shows on TV, because you have 
to take the ridiculous and make it reality. 

1 think Eric Kripke does a great job of 
putting the supernatural world in the 
real world. And we can build in parallels 
to the real world - this whole war with 
the demons is a complete parallel to the 
war on terrorism. It’s an unseen enemy, 
and they won’t come out and fight, so how 
do you deal with them? 


The Otfici&l Supernatural Magazine- 
It’s a long road from Charlie’s 
Angels to Supernatural. Ever try 
to get former angel Jaclyn Smith 
to do a cameo on the show? 
kim Manners: I have worked with a lot 
of actors before that I would like to bring 
to Supernatural. It’d be fun to bring in 
somebody like Jaclyn, or Farrah Fawcett or 
Kate Jackson, but that’s probably not going 
to happen. But you always draw on your 
past. You remember people, and form 
your own repertory company. I brought 
in Nicki Aycox to play Meg from a show 
I did called Over There. She’s a brilliant 
actress, and I think she reaUy helped 
ground the show. I’m t hinkin g about 
bringing in Nick Mancuso from a show 
I did called Stingray. 


You’ve said in previous interviews 
that Supernatural really hit 
its stride with Scarecrow. What 
other episodes do you remember T 
with fondness? 

I loved In My Time Of Dying. I thought ^ 
it was brilliantly acted on everybody’s part. 

I like Scarecrow because I do think it was 
a turning point in the show. 1 also think ® 
the season closer from last year. All Hell 

•d, 


What kind of challenges did these 
episodes throw up? 

Shooting Scarecrow was very interesting, 

The main location where Sam and Dean 
looked for the scarecrow was supposed to 
be an apple orchard. I can’t tell you what 
kind of trees those actually were, but I can 
teU you this, at night, you’d turn a comer 
and have no idea where you were. Great 
atmosphere. The stuntman who played the 
scarecrow was really disciplined in selling 
the art of not moving, pretending he 
was just a scarecrow hanging on a pole. 

The element of fear was ratcheted up 
to a huge degree. It was one of our first 
really fi*ightening shows. -It dealt with an 
inanimate object becoming animated, which 
is in itself frightening. Basically the first 
season - well, the first 13 episodes of the ^ 
first season — we were all testing the waters 
and finding our feet. I think on the back 
nine, we all understood what the show 
was about and how to make it scary. ~ 

It took us a while to bring these urban 
legends in and figure out a way to make 
them truly believable. For example, 1 don’t - 
think Hookman worked on a number 
of levels. It was an early episode, and 
everyone was trying very hard to figure out 
how to make an urban legend that many 
people know about and disbelieve, really 
believable and scary. The first one that 
really worked, which Fm very proud of, 
is Dead In The Water. But with Scarecrow, 
everybody said, ‘Tes! This is what we 
need to do in terms of writing, lighting, 
directing, all of it!” By that time Jared 
and Jensen had really found Sam and 
Dean and knew who they were. 


How about In My Time Of Dyin^ 

I’m proud of the performances in 
that show: Jared, Jensen, Jeffrey 
Dean Morgan, Fred Lehne, everyone. 

I thought everybody’s performance was 
truly special, very honest, very behevable. 
The emotional scenes between Sam and 
Dean, and Sam, Dean, and John... when 
a director is watching through a monitor 
and tears come to your eyes, you know 
you’re doing something special. I had 
tears in my eyes watching those scenes. 
There’s something very exciting about 
working with actors who get it, who 
can read an episode of TV written on 
48 pages of paper and deliver it to get 
to people’s hearts. When the actors and 
the director dig in and deliver, that’s 
something to be proud of. 


Talk U8 through All Hell 
Breaks Loose... 

One of the things 1 remember about 
All Hell Breaks Loose is scouting it. 
The whole cemetery scene ended up 
being shot on a soundstage. We made 
the change to the soundstage hterally 
five days before we started shooting. 







The season two finale All Hell Breaks 
Loose, in which Sam and Dean 
face off against the Yellow-Eyed 
Demon, is one of Manners' favorite 
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We had a tech scout in the cemetery, 
I was laying out crane shots, dolly 
shots, we’re figuring out how we’re 
going to ratchet Jensen from here to 
here, and it’s pouring rain. Pouring. 
The ground is literally slipping 
under our feet. So the conversation 
went like this: “How about we do this 
inside?” “I think that’s a great idea.” 

Avo Liva and Ed Daniels 
literally created that cemetery on 
a soundstage, and then Ivan Hayden, 
otir visual effects guy, put all those 
backgrounds in. We started shooting 
it in February 2006. We shot the 
episode in April, but we shot all 
of Jeffrey Dean Morgan’s footage 
against blue screen in February, 
and then shot backgroiuid plates 
and shot the boys reacting to their 
dad two months later. When you 
look at it, I challenge anyone to say 
t Jeffrey wasn’t there. 




You directed the season three 
opener, The Magnificent Seven. 
How did you go about starting 
off the new season with a bang to 
match the end*of‘season fireworks 
from this past spring? 

Interestingly enough, the last episode of 
one season and the first of the next are 
really like new pilots. In a last episode 
you’re teeing up a cliffhanger to be picked 
up the next season, and the opener of 
a season is a reintroduction to the show. 

The Magnificent Seven uses the Seven 
Deadly Sins, and we wanted it to feel like 
a classic Western, The Wild Bunch, or 
something like that. It’s a confrontation 
between demonic forces and our brave 
bunch of mortals - Sam and Dean and 
Bobby. We wanted it to make a statement 
that we’re going to kick some ass this 
season, and we did that. When you drive 
a car through a bar and you’re splashing 
holy water on demons, that can be the 
stupidest sequence in the world, or it can 
be the most amazing. In this ease, I think 
the fans are going to be very excited about 
it. But all we’re doing really is a water 
fight. So that’s the challenge. 

What are some of the obstacles 
that you’ve had to overcome 
to get particular episodes or 
scenes shot? 

In Vancouver, you run into them 
constantly. The weather is probably 
your number one challenge. Charles 
Beeson directed the episode Roadkill 
up on a mountain, and it was pouring 
ram for three days and nights. Miserable, 
freezing cold conditions. Another thing 
that happens is you lose a lot of locations. 1 
Someone changes their mind, a higher 
authority says they don’t want any 
filming in a place you thought you 
had. But the weather is the biggest 
challenge. Today is a beautiful day, 
but it’s supposed to start raining tomorrow. 
Its been winter all summer. 

We’ve got one of the greatest art 
departments in the world. John Marc}Tiuk, 
Chris Cooper, Chris Sneddon... these 
guys bust their asses and never complain. 
They work 24/7. We lit and built an entire 
I' cemetery, with crypt and greens, in five 
' days. The crews up here are miracle 
I workers. We’re fortunate because Eric 


and John Shiban and Bob Singer have 
created what can only be described as 
a family atmosphere. We can be behind 
the Eight-ball, and theyTl pull us out. 

We’re producing movies in eight days. - 
If you’re lucky you get a ninth to follow up. 

At the recent San Diego Comic-Con, 
Eric Kripke and Jensen Ackles were 
swapping stories about their most 
memorable on-set pranks. What’s 
the best one you’ve pulled off... or 
been the victim of? 

Well, I’ve called Jensen and Jared my ' 
second litter. I did 21 Jump Street with : 
Johnny Depp, Peter DeLuise, Dustin 
Nguyen and Steven Williams... so I had 
four kids back in 1986, and now I have 
two kids who are, what, 25 and 29, and 
they act like four-year-olds. Every day 
I threaten to kill them both. They do 
nothing but have fun, it’s very hard to 
make them listen and pay attention. 

If you’ve ever seen a Fellini movie, that’s 
what the set is like. Everyone’s nuts, and 
we have a great time. And I think that’s 
why the work is as special as it is. It’s 
long hours, but everyone enjoys everyone 
else’s company. Jared and Jensen are full 
of pranks. They call me short, and, of 
course, I am short, and they’re eight feet 
tall. It keeps morale up, we’re constantly }- 
throwing barbs. That’s how we get 
through it. It’s not fun working in the 
rain, standing on a concrete sound stage ^ 
14 hours a day, and all the rest of it. 

The boys create a festive atmosphere. 

Are you looking ahead to season 
four yet, or just taking three as 
it comes? 

Well, we’re taking three as it comes, 
but personally like The X-Files, I think 
season three is going to be our breakout 
year. I think our fan base is becoming 
more vocal, I think our ratings are 
going to go up. In reruns, we’re only 
being beaten by Smackdown, and we’re 
tied with Smallville. Supernatural and 
Smallville are the two highest-rated 
one-hour dramas on The CW, and that’s 
in rerun. I think we’re going to light 
a fire under the show this year. We’ve « 
come this far, why not go one more? 

Or two more, or three more? d
